Peak 25.2% 

Final county ratios of as¬ 
sessed to full ca.sh value of 
locally assessable property 
were aunouneed today by 
State Board of Equalization 
Chairman Richard Nevins, 
who repre.sents Southern 
California on the Board. 

Tile ratios, as of March 1. 
.show Los Angele.s County at 
25.2 per cent of market 
value compared to the 
.statewide average of 24.2 
per cent. 

A county’s assessm e n t 
ratio is the key to a num¬ 
ber of programs involving 
more than $7.39 millioni In 
.state school equalization' aid 
and other educational fi- 
■nancing. State aid is distri¬ 
buted to school districts 
with relatively low taxable 
wealth per child. Tiho 
Board’s ratios are used to- 
'gethor with a school dis¬ 
trict’s a.s.scs.sed value to com¬ 
pute a district’s taxable 
wealth. 

School district repayment 
of state loans and their debt 
limits, and the tax rates of 
intercounty districts, also 
are established by formulas 
which, involve these ratios. 

The BoarfV appraises a 
sample of locally assessed 
properties in each county 
every third year to estab¬ 
lish bench marks, and uses 
economic i'ndicators to up¬ 
date these values for com¬ 
parison with current as¬ 
sessed values. The assess¬ 
ment ratio is the quotient of 
(he county-assessed value 
divided by the Board’.s full 
value estimate. Los Angeles 
County is fourth highest in 
the state.

Many hiindTeds of tiny 
bits of land and reefs form 
the British Bahama islands. 
The capital city, Nassau on 
New Providence Island is 
the one we hear about most. 
The islands are British In 
flavor and tempo, and ex¬ 
tremely conservative. 

Most of the food i.s import¬ 
ed from the United States. 
The only foods available lo¬ 
cally are vegetables, fish 
and some fruit. Fish of all 
deep-sea species are plenti¬ 
ful, and the local people 
make various chowders and 
.stews. Nassau fish chowder 
is a local specialty. For this 
a.ssorted fish, salt pork, on¬ 
ions. tomatoes, potatoes, 
crackers, thyme, bay leaves, 
parseley, peppercorns, wor- 
cestersliire sauce and sherry 
is used. 

Conch s (conks) large 
shellfish common in the 
area, are used for soup, 
chowders and conch fritters. 
The texture of this shell¬ 
fish is similar to clams, but 
the taste is somewhat differ¬ 
ent A native dish is turtle 
pie. Cooked turtle meat is 
ground and seasoned with 
thyme, marjoram, onions 
and mixed with egg yolks 
and made into balls, which 
are dipped in beaten eggs, 
bread crumbs and fried. 
Cubed cooked turtle meat is 
mixed with a tomato sauce 
and placed in a baking dish 
with the ground meat balls 
on to,i over which sherry i.s 
poured and covered with a 
pie crust and baked. 

Since Cuba is in this 
g r o .11 p of islands, even 
though we are on unfriendly 
terms, it is interesting to 
note that certain ingredients 
dominate all Cuban food. 
Bea.n.s, coconuts, .seafood and 
saffro,!-.' are the basic items, 
and the majority of popidar 
di.shes contain one or more 
of these ingredients. Seafood 
in this area is superb. Meat 
di.shes liavo a European 
background with the excep¬ 
tion of roa.st suckling pig, 
the great holiday favorite. 
Rice the staple starchy food 
is used with poultry, fish 
and meat and is u.sually 
rombi.ned with saffron. 

In 1492 Columbus la.nded 


on the island of Hispaniola. 
This island is shared by 
Haiti and the Dominican 
Republic. 

TTie Haitian cuisine has 
a French flavor. French is 
the official language, but 
the actual language is Cre¬ 
ole, a mixture of French, 
English, Spanish, and Afri¬ 
can. 

Rice, beans or peas are 
eaten by tl>e country folk 
at almost every meal and 
as a separate course. Fish, 
dishes are outstanding and 
there are many good beef, 
pork, and poultry dishes. 

Desserts arc great special¬ 
ties. Ice creams are made of 
locally grown fruit. Coconut 
ice cream is a favorite and 
is very rich. Sweet potatoes 
are oaten everywhere and 
are often combi,ned with su¬ 
gar and syrup to make pud¬ 
dings and pies. 

Thp fruits grown here are 
the finest in the world, but 
it is not an exotic fruit that 
is the favorite, for the peo¬ 
ple’s choice is the orange. 

In the Dominican portion 
of the island of Hispaniola 
the emphasis is on local 
foodstuffs, although certain 
di.shes have a generally 
Spanish background. 

Sugar cane, sweet pota¬ 
toes, squash, coffee, banan¬ 
as and mangoes are plenti¬ 
ful and arc mainstays in 
the local diet. Fish are also 
plentiful and a fi.sh soup 
witli vegetables is an ex¬ 
ample of making the mo.st 
of what is available. 

Roast pork is con'sidered 
the mexst delectable of all 
meats. Came de cerdo, 
browned pork strips, is a 
Dominican specialty and of 
even greater popularity is 
roa.st suckling pig, cooked 
outdoors over an open fire. 
The Latin soup .stew, sanco- 
cho made with seven dif¬ 
ferent meats in addition to 
the usual items. It i.s made 
with bitter orange Juice and 
odd' ingredients that are un¬ 
available to ,use. 

Beans and rice are the 
staple foods and are eaten 
at lea.st once ovcr.v day, and 
often several times. The 
IK’ople are ton'd of sweet, 
desserts, based on coconuts, 
bananas, and pineapple. 


that holdings should be of 
reasonable, .not feudal pro¬ 
portions.” Tliat’s the type of 
notion one hears in Castro’s 
Cuba. It hasn’t anything to 
do with American concepts 
of law or with American tra¬ 
ditions of economic freedom 
and individual liberty. 

Mr. Barnes would have 
the government begin its 
revolutionary land program 
by using the Reclamation 
Act of 1902 to force land¬ 
owners in the West to sell 
their property to the gov¬ 
ernment. IHis .notion is that 
the government would ob¬ 
tain “all property too big 
or ow,ned' by absentees.”

The misnamed “land re¬ 
form” .proposed by Mr. 
Barnes is a design for strip¬ 
ping Americans of their 
right to own land — a right 
as old as the first settlement 
of this cou.ntry. Cou.ntloss 
numbers of people settled on 
these shores in order to owin 
land an.d' to avoid a power¬ 


ful central authority that 
asserted claims to all prop¬ 
erty possessed by its sub¬ 
jects. Tlie settlers of Amer¬ 
ica wanted land — lots of 
land. They regarded owner¬ 
ship of land as a guara.ntee 
and symbol of their free¬ 
dom. If the day comes whcin 
falsely labeled “land re¬ 
form” denies Americans the 
right to buy and hold all 
the land they can afford 
and wish to buy, then free¬ 
dom will have vanished 
from this country. 

Generations ago, Ameri¬ 
cans were warned that eter¬ 
nal vigilance would be ne¬ 
cessary if they and their do- 
scer.'dants were to maintain 
their freedom. It Is well to 
remember that warning, for 
it is clear tliat a basic free¬ 
dom — the right to own 
land — will come under in¬ 
creasingly heavy attack in 
the years ahead from home¬ 
grown “agrarian reformers” 
who want to take a harvest 
of our liberties.

New Law In effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing, Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation coheerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
tefore they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

11. QUESTION: What is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Statutory filing fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the tour Insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper.

The Coronary Care Unit 
and the Intensive Care Unit, as 
each designed for eleven pa¬ 
tients. now combi.ne to form 
the Huntington’s Spe c i a 1 
Care Units. They have been hospital 
re-equipped, re-located and 
ope.ned on the second floor 
of the Edward R. Valentine 
Building. This four-.story and 
basement, 5.5 million dollar 
addition to the hospital studied, 
complex was formally ope.n¬ 
ed last April. 

The cost to equip each pa¬ 
tient room and the two cen¬ 
tral nursing consoles with 
the latest possible electro,nic 
aids is almost $7,000 per 
room. At each bedside, a 
monitor unceasingly d i s - 
plays the patient’s electro¬ 
cardiogram, tlie picture of 
his heart action. ’This and 
his pulse rate, ,shown as a 
blinking light, can be 
watched and studied by the 
doctor while with tihe pa¬ 
tient. Outlets for oxygen, 
compressed air and suction 
are within arm’.s reach. 

The patient’s morale has 
not been forgotten. A large 
scenic mural on one wall 
adds a splash of color and 
“the outdoors.” Rooms are 
designed to admit exterior 
sunlight through glass doors 
and wi.ndows and aid in the 
orientation of time. Each 
room can receive back¬ 
ground music, and those in 
the Coronary Care U.nit offer 
television when the patient of the line, 
is sufficiently improved to grabbed hir 
enjoy it. 

'Tlie .nursing consoles are 
located in the center of each 
Special Care U.nit, as in the 
hub of a wheel. Nurses con¬ 
stantly watch both the pa¬ 
tients in the rooms arranged 
in a circle around the con¬ 
sole, and the array of elec¬ 
tronic equipment before 
them which is connected to 
each patient. Here his heart¬ 
beat is sho3vn as a moving 
line on a screen, and heard 
as a series of beeps. Digital 
figures constantly adjust to 
show his pulse rate. An 
electrocardiogram tape ca,n 
be obtai.ned at the flick of a 
switch. Other pressure mea¬ 
surements are readily avail¬ 
able. The slightest variation 
is Instantly seen or heard 
by the nurses speci ally 
trained in cardiac arrhyth¬ 
mia recognition (heart pat¬ 
tern abnormalities) and re¬ 
suscitation techniques. The 
monitori.ng requires strong 
concentration as well as 
training, a.nd the assign¬ 
ment is rotated every hour 
to prevent eyestrain and 
mental fatigue. 

While the Coronary Care 
Unit is limited to medical 
patients with heart prob¬ 
lems, the Intensive Care 
Unit provides special nur¬ 
sing attention to all types of

Ocean and intra-coas¬ 
tal charts and information 
may be obtained locally. 

Outboarders find great 
comfort i.n the Outboard 
Boating Club of America, 
Chicago, Illinois, which dis¬ 
tributes pamphlets such as 
"Outboard (Handling, Digest 
of State Boat Trailer Laws” 
and others. The Evinrude 
Foundation, in Milwaukee,

It depends on what you know about nuclear power plants, 


before and after the plant was built* 
Monitoring began in inid-1963 
—four-and-a-half years before the 
plant commenced commercial 
operation—and has continued 
ever since. 

Result: twenty-one reports reveal no 
significant changes in the marine 
environment. And that includes 
three years of plant operation. 

In addition, the California State 
Department of Fish and Game made 
its own study of the same marine 
area in 1969. The Department 
concluded that the nuclear unit’s 
operation did not appear to have had 
an adverse effect on the near-shore 
marine environment. 

Based on these and other facts, we 
believe nuclear plants are a safe and 
sensible way to generate electricity. 
Clean, too. Since there’s no 
combustion in a nuclear reactor, 
no by-products of combustion are 
released into the atmosphere. 

At Edison, we plan to rely more and 
more on nuclear power to meet the 
growing need for electricity in the 
14-county area we serve.

Another concern may be the warm 
water released by nuclear power 
plants. At San Onofre, sea water is 
used to cool the plant condensers, and 
then the warmed water is returned 
to the sea. 

To determine whether this harms the 
marine environment, Edison 
commissioned an oceanographic 
company of national stature to 
monitor the offshore waters both 


In Southern California, the need for 
electricity has more than doubled in 
the last ten years. As the population 
increases, the need for electricity will 
continue to grow. 

To meet this growing public need, 
Edison must build additional 
generating plants now. Otherwise a 
power shortage could occur by 1976. 

One of the ways we plan to supply 
more power is by constructing 
additional nuclear power units at the 
San Onofre Nuclear Generating 
Station near San Clemente. 

But some people oppose construction 
of these units. One of their concerns 
is radiation. Actually, natural 
background radiation is everywhere 
and always has been. It comes from 
the food you eat, the air you breathe, 
the materials used to build your 
home. 

The San Onofre nuclear plant is 
a source of some radiation, too. The 
question is, how much? The answer: 
so little that an elaborate monitoring 
program of the land, air and offshore 
waters near San Onofre has ^ 
established that the amount is 
insignificant compared with natural 
background radiation. Far less, for 
example, than the additional amount
